W ashington, Sept. 22.—Dominic L. 
Murphy, 
commissioner 
of 
pensions, 
has made his annual report for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1896, to Sec­ 
retary Francis. He says: 
There were added to the rolls dur­ 
ing the year 40,374 new pensioners, and 
there were restored 3,373 who had been 
previously dropped, a total of 44.247. 
During the same period 
the 
losses 
were 29,393 by death and 1,141 by re­ 
m arriage (widows), 1.6S4 by legal lim i­ 
tation (minors), 2,552 because of fail­ 
ure to claim pension for three years, 
and 9,323 for other causes, an aggre­ 
gate of 44,093. 
“The whole num ber of pensioners on 
the roll June 30, 1896, was 970,678. The 
am ount disbursed for 
pensions 
was 
$138,214,761, a decrease of $1,592,575, as 
compared with the previous year.”

rifles and shotguns, but they could do 
little in fighting the fire and dynam ite. 
Forem an O’Keefe was shot from behind 
ju st after he* turned a stream on the 
fire a t the Coronado. The first attack 
at the Coronado was made w ith dyna­ 
m ite near the oil tanks. The men w ith­ 
in the inclosure returned the attack 
and a fusilade of bullets followed but 
the dynam ite did its work well. 
It is charged th at the

Sunday was due to a mob of strikers, 
principally from the

JUDGES IN SCOTLAND. 


C’u lB t Law W hich G overned T h eir Eld* 
va I ion to th e H ence. 
From the Westminster Gazette: By 
an old act of the Scottish parliament 
inc qualifications of a judge in Scotland 
* re quaintly set out. He is to be -ane 
man that fearis God, of gude litera­ 
ture, praetik, judgment 
and 
under­ 
standing of the lawes, of gude fame, 
havana sufficient living of his ain, and 
"ha can make good expedition and dis­ 
patch of matters touching the lieges of 
the realm,” and by a later statute the 
judge is to be at least 23 years of age. 
By the act of union writers to the sig­ 
net of a certain standing are eligible 
for seats on the bench, as well as mem­ 
bers of the faculty of advocates have 
always managed to retain the honor for 
themselves. The most curious circum­ 
stance connected with a new appoint­ 
ment is the 
probationary trials the 
nominee has to go through to 
show 
whether he is a fit and proper person. 
By an old rule of court he was required 
to sit three days with one of the puis- 
ness, and report on cases heard by him 
there to the inner house, i. e., the court 
of appeals, and then sit for one day in 
the inner house and give his opinion 
on the cases debated there. In one old 
case the court rejected a nominee as 
not being duly qualified, and in anoth­ 
er instance they claimed to exercise the 
same power, which led to the passing 
of an act which provided that, even 
if the presentee is reported not to be 
qualified, the crown may insist on his 
admission. Nowadays, the “trials” oc­ 
cupy only a few hours; the lord proba­ 
tioner is invariably found qualified, and 
is at once transformed from an “ap­ 
prentice” into a regular senator of the 
college of justice. All Scotch judges 
are entitled to be called “lord,” but 
that does not confer on their wives the 
title of “lady,” and this, in some in­ 
stances, where the judge has taken a 
territorial title, has given ii?e to some 
misconstruction. It is said that a cer­ 
tain lord of sessions, who bore one of 
these territorial titles, accompanied by 
his wife, visited a south coast watering 
piace, and inscribed his and his wife's 
names in the hotel book as “Lord X. 
and Mrs. Y.” This brought the land­ 
lord upon the scene at once. “Beg your 
pardon, my lord,” said he, “I fear you 
must find accommodations elsewhere; 
this is a respectable house.” The usa 
of these territorial designations was 
much more common 
in former days 
than now. Boswell’s father, it may be 
remembered, was Lord Auchinleck.
